7. As for claims 14, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the use of a video 
mosaic system that searches the image for adjacent "on" pixels until and "off 1 pixel is 
detected, counting the number of "on" pixels and designating these pixels as a structure 
if above a threshold. 

8. As for claims 1 5, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the use of a video 
mosaic system that searches the image for adjacent "on" pixels until and "off pixel is 
detected, counting the number of "on" pixels and designating these pixels as a structure 
if above a threshold.
